On the contrary, he said, K-F 
is not in default on RFC pay- 
ments and he considers the RFC’s 
loan to the company a better one 
today than when it was made. 

“Private lenders,” said Harber, 
“would not be thinking of loaning 
such a sum to a company in danger 
of foreclosure.” 

Harber said that K-F has a 
$7,200,000 payment due to the RFC 
in November and that he is confi- 
dent it will be made. 

K-F borrowed a total of $44,400,- 
000 from the RFC in late 1949 and 
got another $25,000,000 late last

Better Service? 

N ANUFACTURERS, dealers and 
4 the public are concerned that 
owners of automobiles obtain 
most economical, satisfactory 
use of the cars. To accomplish 
this result depends largely upon 
the ability of the dealers, who sell 
cars, to make investments sufficient 
to meet their full needs. 

A permanent contract would 
change the whole complexion of 
this industry and give owners a 
better break as far as service is 
concerned. It is true because in 
any territory no one is concerned 
about the satisfactory use of a 
particular make of car but the 
owner and the dealer. So the per- 
manency of the dealer contract has 
much to do with satisfying owners 
and maintaining and gaining the 
service income from a larger per- 
cent of this present huge backlog 
of owners. 

The type of contract most fre- 
quently proposed is one that’s 
good forever, so long as_ the 
dealer lives up to the perform-

ance clause in the contract. The 
performance provision can be 
easily stipulated, apply to all 


market conditions in every area, 
and be fair to both manufactur- 
ers and dealers. 

Such a contract would put a 
premium on a high-class operation. 
It would not stifle competition. 
Some factory heads already agree} 
that it is time for a change, but 
NADA cannot make fast progress 
and the changes won’t occur until 
there is a united belief on the part 
of dealers that such changes should 
be made, and opinion united, as to 
the exact type of contract to be 
sought.

Measure in N. H. 


CONCORD, N. H.—(UTPS)—A 
measure which would require the 


| licensing of automobile manufac- 
|}turers has been approved by the 


New Hampshire senate. 

The auto manufacturers’ licen- 
sing bill was backed by the New 
Hampshire Automobile Dealers 
Assn., with the organization's man- 
ager, John Orr, declaring at a pub- 
lic hearing that it would protect 
dealers from “exploitation” by 
manufacturers. 

Orr, added that fear of “repris- 
als” prevented individual auto deal- 
ers from attending the hearing, 
but he said presented their views 
that the measure would prohibit 
manufacturers from forcing deal- 
ers to take unwanted items of au- 
tomotive equipment, such as seat 
covers or antiquated parts, under 
the threat of cutting off their sup- 
ply of new cars if they failed to 
take such items. 

The bill provides that a manu- 
facturer could have his license to 
operate anywhere in New Hamp- 
shire suspended by the state motor 
vehicle commissioner if he com- 
pelled a dealer to take the extras. 

The manufacturer would be en- 
titled to a hearing. Manufacturers’ 
representatives, and not dealers, 
would be required to obtain the 
proposed licenses.

| “One of the most important things 
|for the prospective purchaser to 
|do,” Hoover said, “is to find out 
'something about the person who 
is trying to sell him the car. 

“If he buys the car and it turns 
out to be stolen, his only recourse 
is to get his money back from the 
man who sold the car to him. 

“If he is unable to locate that 
person then he will probably lose 
whatever amount he pays for the 
car, as the rightful owner can re- 
cover it by merely proving legal 
ownership.” 

Hoover said automobiles are 
stolen in the U. S. at the average 
rate of one every three minutes. 
Nine out of 10 are recovered, but 
damage is often suffered on the 
| recovered cars. 

Car owners make it easy for 
thieves to steal cars, he said. He 
warned that keys should not be 
| left in the ignition and that un- 

locked cars should not be left 
| on an unlighted street. 

When a stoijien car is taken to 
j}another state it becomes a federal 
‘law violation, punishable by a $5,- 
|000 fine or five years in prison, or 
both. That applies to those who 
| steal, receive, conceal, barter or dis- 
pose of a stolen vehicle, Hoover 
said.

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Geiting Ready for Competition in Small Town . . . 


Dealer Puts Emphasis on Shop |

UNION, Mo.—This is a story of 
how a small-town dealer looks at 
the market, and how he got his 
shop in shape for the competition 
he saw ahead. 

Refore the war, Massek-Murray 
(Ford), a dealer here for 17 years, 
had a service absorption of less 
than 50 percent. Three years ago, 
before moving to its new building 
on U. S. 50, absorption was 75 per- 
cent. 

But in 1951, the lowest service 
absorption was 135 percent in 
February. In the first two weeks | 
of April, absorption was 200 per- 
cent. 

Figures are based on accurate | 
daily records, according to owners | 
O. A. Massek and Walter A. Mur-| 
ray. 

They attribute part of their serv- 
ice upsurge to a good location on 
heavily traveled U. S. 50, although 
transient business accounts for no 
more than 25 percent, they esti- 
mate. 

Perhaps more important is strict 
control of service details to insure 
trouble-free work, and modern, ef- 
ficient equipment manned by com- 


petent mechanics at reasonable 
prices. 

This is backed up with strong 
promotion, using both locally 


originated material as well as 
factory-prepared direct mail, 

Massek and Murray say they are 
making their high absorption de- 
spite the fact—or perhaps because 
of it—that the customer is climbing 
back into the saddle in both sales 
and service. 

Service is obtainable in good 
measure almost everywhere in the 
area, and customers are question- 
ing price and asking for details 
when getting service jobs done. 

Prime credit, using open accounts 
for service business, gasoline, oil 
and other auto supplies, requires 
30 to 60 days longer to pay their

Dim Outlook for Good 


Brookings Institution Book Declares 


PREADING construction of toll! 
roads is due to the inadequacy 
of existing highways and the pros- 
pect that good public - financed 
roads will be a long time coming. 
This is the conclusion of a 196- 
page book, “Toll Roads and the| 
Problem of Highway Moderniza- 
tion,” published last week by the 
Brookings Institution, Washington. 
Priced at $2.50, the book was writ- 
ten by Wilfred Owen and Charles 
L. Dearing.

Minn. Dealers 
Label 7 Bills 
As ‘Dangerous’ 


At least seven bills, termed as 
“dangerous to the automobile deal- 
er” by the Minnesota Automobile 
Dealers Assn., have been _ intro- 
duced before both houses of the 
Minnesota legislature, but about 
half of the measures will fail of 
passage, the MADA reported. 

Termed one of the most threaten- 
ing pieces of legislation was one 
which would make it an unfair 
trade practice for any dealer to 
condition the sale or financing of 
an automobile on the purchase of 
insurance from any company when 
such condition has the effect of 
suppressing competition. 

Another measure requires that no 
conditional sales agreement shall 
| be filed unless the vendor has deliv- 
ered to the vendee a full, true and 
complete copy of the instrument 
and has obtained a receipt from 
the vendee. It is believed too late in 
the present legislative session for 
any action on this bill. 

Still another, termed “one of the 
most vicious bills introduced,” is 
a measure which would require a 
permit for every vehicle delivered 
to the dealer by “truckaway” serv- 
ice. Each permit would cost $10. 
This measure is also believed dead 
for the 1951 session. 

Following the indefinite tabling 
of another bill which would have 
prohibited the sale of accessories 
not included in the list price of 
vehicles as a condition of sale, 
MADA General Manager Leo Fa- 
ricy warned dealers to keep their 
business ethics above _ suspicion.

WASHINGTON.—The field of 
automotive mechanics will need 
thousands of trainees each year to 
replace skilled workers who die, 
retire, enter military service or 
leave their jobs for other reasons, 
according to a survey prepared for 
the Veterans Administration by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics of the 
U. S. Department of Labor. 

Due to the fact that 35,000,000 
cars are on the road, and that 
about half of them were manu- 
factured before World War II, 
newcomers will be welcomed in 
this field. And, the report con- 
tinued, this is only estimated to 
keep the 1950 level of 500,000 
automotive mechanics in force.

Rotating Red Lights 
Banned in California 


SACRAMENTO, Calif.—Attorney- 
General Pat Brown has ruled that 
rotating red lights are not legal 
equipment for emergency vehicles 
in California. Many cities use the 
special lights on their vehicles, but 
California law says the light must 
be one which shines directly in 
front of a vehicle. 


To get immunity from speed and 
traffic laws, the law states, an 
emergency vehicle must have a red 
light visible from the front. But 
the legal ruling points out a rotat- 
ing light may not be always visible 
from the front since the rotation 
“results in momentary periods of 
darkness during which a red light 
‘s not visible.”

Both auctions in the Denver 
area said prices were steady, with 
demand good. From Amarillo, 
Tex., came a report that the mar- 
ket is good for clean, late models. 


Retail was also listed as improv- 
ing by the Lebanon Auto Auction 
in North Plainfield, N. J., while 
Tim Anspach's Dealers Auto Auc- 
tion in Albany, N. Y., said prices 
“in most cases were up $15 to $25.”

(Senate Group OKs 
Bill for Absorption 
Of Freight Rates 


| WASHINGTON.—-The Senate Ju- 
|diciary committee last week ap- 
proved a bill which would permit 
manufacturers to absorb freight 
|charges to meet competition. 

| The measure is designed to clear 
| up doubts of businessmen who hesi- 
|tate to absorb freight charges be- 
cause they fear they may be sub- 
|ject to prosecution for price dis- 
under anti-trust laws. 


The bill would permit manufac- 
| turers to avoid such prosecution by 
| showing that they acted in good 
faith to meet prices of competitors. 

Sen. McCarran, Nevada Demo- 
crat, co-author of the measure, said 
it would neither tighten nor ham- 
string antitrust laws because it 
would merely write into law the 
Supreme Court's interpretation of 
| these statutes in a recent case. 

Since the case was decided by a 
five to three margin, McCarran 
said the bill would eliminate the 
chance “that a change in the mind 
of one justice might change the 
law.”
